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REPORT. 



STATE OF MICHIGAN, 

Department of the Commissionee of Kailroads, 
Lansing, Michigtm, December 31, 1906, 

Hon. Fred M. Warner, Governor: 

Sir — As required by the law creating the office of Commissioner of 
Railroads, and defining the powers and duties of the Commissioner, I 
have the honor to transmit to you herewith the thirty-third annual re- 
port of the work of this department, being for the year ending December 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred and five. 

The year just closing has been a prosperous one for the railroad com- 
panies doing business in the State of Michigan, the volumn of business 
done being the greatest in their history, and taxing to their fullest 
capacity all their facilities and equipment. 

While complete, detailed information will not be available until the 
receipt of the annual reports of the companies, which are not due until 
April 1, 1906, the monthly statements received show beyond question 
that their total income will be greater by one million dollars or more 
than it has ever been before in any one year. Notwithstanding this 
fact, and although there has at times been some difficulty in furnishing 
a sufficient number of cars to carry the traffic offered, the business gen- 
erally, has been handled to the apparent satisfaction of shippers and 
the public, and but few complaints have been received by this depart- 
ment on account of the service given, or alleging discrimination as be- 
tween shippers in the distribution of cars. All complaints received 
from these sources have been carefully investigated and it has been 
generally found that the railroad companies were putting forth every 
effort to satisfy theii:, patrons, and to handle as expeditiously as possible 
all traffic presented. 

It seems peculiarly unfortunate that during this time, while the rail- 
road business is in such prosperous condition, two companies doing busi- 
ness in this State have gone into the hands of receivers. The Pontiac, 
Oxford & Northern Railroad Company, running from Pontiac to Case- 
ville, about one hundred miles, whose troubles appear to have been 
caused by disagreement among its stockholders, and the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company, serving a large portion of the State. It is pleas- 
ing, however, to note, that this action has not in either case interfered 
materially with the business of the companies, but that, on the con- 
trary, the service rendered is, and has been, quite satisfactory, and 
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material and important improvements have been, and are being made 
by both companies. The people of the State are much interested in the 
probable ultimate outcome of the receivership of the Pere Marquette 
Company, on account of the fact that it covers with its lines, a large 
portion of the State, and that the interests of the company are so 
closely identified with the development of certain sections of the State, 
and the prosperity of the people residing in such communities. It is 
sincerely to be hoped, when the receivership of this road shall have been 
terminated, the ownership may pass to those who will be interested in 
its dvelopment and improvement, and that such ownership may be of a 
permanent, lasting character, and the road may not thereafter be 
hawked and peddled about for speculative purposes, as has been done 
during the past four years. 

While this department has no official information as to the causes 
leading up to the present financial embarrassment of the Company, 
there seems to be a very general opinion, or at least suspicion, that 
it has been caused, not by failure upon the part of the company to do 
a satisfactory business, but by manipulation of its stock and bonds, 
which should have been avoided. 

There also seems to be an opinion entertained by many that this is 
a very proper subject for possible legislative action, and that the is- 
suance of all railroad stocks and bonds should be subject to the scrutiny 
and approval of state authority, for the purpose of preventing any 
manipulation that will have a tendency to interfere with the proper and 
successful operation and upbuilding of the road. 

Without complete official information regarding the cases referred to, 
and upon the subject generally, this department would not feel justi- 
fied in recommending that any such action be taken, but would suggest 
that the matter be given careful consideration and investigation during 
the coming year, in order that when the legislature convenes again, in- 
telligent recommendations may be made upon the subject. 

At the same time it might be well to consider the advisability of 
recommending that some restrictions be placed upon new companies 
organized under our laws, by requiring them to do a certain amount 
of work upon their proposed lines within a specified time in order to 
hold the rights and privileges granted them by their articles of in- 
corporation. The necessity for this has been suggested by a case 
recently decided in the Monroe circuit where it was claimed that a 
railroad company was organized and incorporated with a merely nomi- 
nal amount of capital stock, for the express purpose of preventing the 
condemnation of certain property by another company, that is honestly 
striving, in good faith, to construct a railroad line. 

It might be well to have our laws on this subject so clear and plain 
that there would be no possibility of success in an attempt to obstruct 
the progress of legitimate enterprise by the simple incorporation of a 
company for such purpose. 

Care should of course be exercised to prevent the placing of unusual 
obstacles in the way of promotors, or investors, in legitimate railroad 
enterprises, and if any action is taken, it should only be such as will 
prevent the successful operation of schemers, who have for their sole 
purpose the obstructing and "holding up" of builders of new railroad 
lines. * 
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ACCIDENTS. 



It is gratifying to be able to report that notwithstanding the great 
amount of business done, but few accidents have been reported involving 
the loss of life or injury to person of passengers upon railroad trains, 
and although the complete reports have not been received, from in- 
formation at hand it is not believed that the increase in the number 
of accidents has been proportionate with the increase in the amount of 
traffic carried. 

Complete reports for the year 1904, that have been compiled, show 
that there were 1272 casualties to_ persons during the year, as com- 
pared with 1,249 for the previous year, and of this number, 253 were 
killed and 1,016 injured, against 297 killed and 952 injured for the 
previous year. 

Of the number killed, twelve were passengers, 79 employes, and 164 
others, as compared with 16 passengers, 90 employes and 191 others, 
during the previous year. 

During the year, 1 passenger was killed for every 1,625,257 carried, 
and 1 injured for every 109,815 carried, as compared with 1 killed for 
every 1,622,267 carried and 1 injured for every 78,523 carried, in the 
entire United States, as shown by the late annual report of the Inter 
State Commerce Commission. • 

During the same period 70,075,035 passenger train miles were ac- 
complished for each passenger killed, and 4,707,502 passenger train 
miles for each passenger injured, as compared with 49,712,502 miles for 
each passenger killed and 2,541,096 miles for each passenger injured in 
the United States, according to such report. 

This would seem to clearly indicate that the conditions existing in 
the State are fully as favorable as those in the average State in the 
Union, and that the safety of the traveling public is receiving careful 
consideration at the hands of those who are conducting the railroad 
business in this State. 

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

Some of the recommendations contained in the la^ annual report of 
this department were enacted into law by the Legislature, a bill hav- 
ing been passed fixing penalties for the construction of a crossing of 
two railroad lines without the approval of the BoaTd of Railroad Cross- 
ings, and another providing similar penalties for the building of a 
crossing of an electric and steam road before its approval by the Com- 
missioner of Railroads. 

An amendment was also made to the law providing for the exercise 
of police power over electric railways, authorizing the Commissioner of 
Railroads to order fencing along the line of such roads whenever in 
his judgment it should be considered necessary, and also to order neces- 
sary farm crossings over electric railway tracks. 

As there will be no regular session of the Legislature during the com- 
ing year, and as another report will be made by this department before 
the Legislature convenes again, jt would not seem either necessary or 
advisable that any recommendations for new laws, or the amendment of 
existing ones, should be made at the present time. 
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FREIGHT RATES AND CIASSIFICATIONS. 

While there has been much discussion throughout the country during 
the past year upon the subject of freight rates, there has been but little, 
if any, agitation apparent in this State, and but few complaints regard- 
ing the rates charged, the general opinion appearing to be that if rates 
are to be regulated by law, it is more properly a subject for national 
than state legislation. 

The question of freight classifications has received but little atten- 
tion, for the reason that this matter is so closely allied wfth the fixing 
of rates that no intelligent and effective action could be taken, unless 
the entire subject matter could be taken into consideration at the same 
time. 

RAILROAD MILBAOE.

The following companies report the construction of new mileage dur- 
ing the year: 

Marquette & Southeastern, extension of main line from west yard, 
at Marquette, to Big Bay, 23,8 miles. 

Munising, extension of East Branch to Cousino, 8.06 miles. 

Manistee & Grand Rapids, extension of main line to Marion, 6.96 
miles. 

Grand Rapids Terminal, new line from a connection with Detroit, 
Grand Haven & Milwaukee Railway to Pearl street in Grand Rapids, 
1.81 miles. 

Boyne City, Gaylord & Alpena, extension from near Boyne Falls to 
Gaylord, about 15 miles. 

Escanaba & Lake Superior, temporary logging branches, 6 miles. 

Lansing Manufacturers, new line from a connection with Grand 
Trunk Railway to connection with Pere Marquette at North Lansing, 
about 3 miles, making a total of 64.63 miles of new mileage, so far as 
reported. 

In addition to this, many companies have made important improve- 
ments }n the construction of additional double track, the renewal of 
track with new and heavier steel, the reduction of curves, and the re- 
building of bridges and culverts with permanent structures. 

ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 

It is unfortunate that there is no law requiring this class of com- 
panies to make official reports to this department, in order that definite 
information might be available regarding them, — ^but in the absence 
of official information, it is safe to say from general knowledge that a^ 
number of new lines are in course of construction; a great many of 
the existing roads have built extensions during the year, nearly, if not 
quite all of them have made improvements and all seem^ to be doing 
a successful and prosperous business. Tak;pn altogether, it is pleasing 
to be able to report that the year 1905 has been a very satisfactory 
one in the railroad business. 

All of the more important companies have made material improve- 
ments, not only in their roadbed, track and equipment, for the safety 
of the traveling public, but by added convenience to their passenger 
2 
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cars, the building of new depots, the rebuilding and repairing of exist- 
ing station 'buildings and by beautifying their station grounds and 
rights of way, thereby adding materially not only to the convenience 
and comfort of their patrons, but to their pleasure as well. 

As will be noticed by reference to the detailed statement of the busi- 
ness done, accompanying this report, all complaints received during 
the year have had prompt attention, and in almost every instance, they 
have been disposed of to the mutual satisfaction of all concerned. All 
orders issued by the department have been promptly complied with and 
not in a single instance has it been necessary to resort to the courts 
to enforce the same. 

In connection with this report. will be found a detailed statement of 
the action taken by the department regarding all complaints and peti- 
tions received during the year, a record of all orders issued, and com- 
plete information concerning the business done by railroad companies, 
taken from their annual reports for the year 1904.

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COMPLAINTS AND PETITIONS RECEIVED BY THE DEPART- 
MENT FOR THE YEAR 1905. 

CROSSING PROTECTION. 

January 3. Personal complaint was made by Mr. Joel J. Nash, presi- 
dent of the village of Marcellus, regarding the alleged dangerous condi- 
tion of the Burney street crossing of the Grand Trunk Western Rail- 
way in that village. It was claimed that on account of the double track- 
ing of the line and the fact that a great many school children are com- 
pelled to cross the tracks at this point on their way to and from school, 
that the crossing had become a particularly dangerous one. An inspec- 
tion of the premises was made by this department and it was found 
that, owing to the changes in the conditions in the village of Marcellus. 
it was necessary that a complete re-arrangement be made of the crossing 
protection at a number of streets there, and an order was issued requir- 
ing the Grand Trunk Railway Company to install safety gates at Main, 
Dibble and Burney streets, and an electric alarm bell at Center street, 
such gates and alarm bell, together with the bells at Arbor and Maple 
streets to be protected by a watchman stationed in a tower at the best 
point of vision of all streets involved. Plans for this protection, and 
the location of the tower were submitted by the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company and an oflScial order was made requiring the protection sug- 
gested in the report of the inspection. 

January 8. A communication w^as received from the city clerk of 
Ann Arbor stating that the Ann Arbor Railroad Company had ar- 
;ranged to install an alarm bell at the Liberty street crossing of its line 
in that city to take the place of a flagman that had been ordered by 
the Commissioner of Railroads several years go. This matter was taken 
up by correspondence with the railroad company and a communication 
was received to the effect that there was no intention upon the part of 
the company to violate any orders of this department and that the flag- 
man should be maintained. 

January 25. A petition was received from a large number of residents 
of Ash township, Monroe county, asking for additional protection at 
Monroe avenue crossing of the Pere Marquette and Detroit Southern 
Railroads in the village of Carleton. An inspection of the premises was 
made by representatives of this department and it was found that the 
crossing in question was a busy one on account of the large amount of 
switching being done over the same and that the view of approaching 
trains was at times badly obstructed by cars standing upon the tracks. 
An order was therefore issued, requiring the railroad companies to 
station and maintain a flagman at this point. 

January 25. Copy of resolution adopted by the common council of 
the City of Detroit was received, asking that additional protection be 
provided at the Commonwealth avenue crossing of the Grand Trunk, 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and Michigan Central Railroads in 
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that city. An inspection of the premises was made by this department 
and it was found that the travel npon the street in question was very 
light, excepting during the time when the children were going to and 
from school, and an order was issued requiring the railroad companies 
in interest to install electric alarm bells upon both sides of the said 
crossing, to be operated from the towers located at 12th street on the 
west, and Lincoln avenue on the east. 

January 31. A communication was received from the supervisor at 
Bridgeport, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition of the 
Genesee street crossing of the Pere Marquette and Detroit, Flint & 
Saginaw Railroads, near that village. An inspection of the premises 
was made by this department and it was found that the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company had made arrangements for the installation of an 
electric alarm bell at said crossing, before the complaint was received 
by this department. It was therefore decided to permit the bell to re- 
main in service and to give the company an opportunity to demonstrate 
that it would provide satisfactory protection at this point. 

February 7. A communication was received from the village clerk 
of Thomsonville regarding the alleged dangerous condition ^of the Main 
street crossing of the Ann Arbor and Pere Marquette Railroads, in that 
village. From a personal inspection of the premises, it appearing that 
an order had been issued by this department some two years ago for 
installation of an alarm bell between the two railroads at this point, 
the same to be operated by the man in the interlocking tower at cross- 
ing of the two roads, and also requiring that all switching movements 
be flagged over the crossing by the trainmen, and that such order had 
not been satisfactorily complied with, it was decided that the com- 
panies should be given another opportunity to comply with the order, 
as originally issued, and to prove that the protection provided by such 
bell would be adequate for all requirements at this point. 

February 8. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council 
of the City of Detroit, asking that safety gates be installed at the Trum- 
bull avenue crossing of the Lake Shore & Michian Southern, Grand 
Trunk and Michigan Central Railroads in that city. An inspection of 
the premises was made by this department and it was found that the 
crossing in question is protected by a flagman, and it was stated, by the 
representatives of the city, who were present, that this was considered 
to be satisfactory protection, and no further action was taken. 

March 3. Copy of resolution adopted by the; common council of the 
city of Grand Rapids was received, asking that additional protection 
be provided at the North street crossing of the Grand Rapids & In- 
diana and Pere Marquette Railroads, in that city. An inspection of 
the premises was made, and it was found that the view of approaching 
trains at this crossing was obstructed from all directions and that the 
speed of all trains at this point was very fast, and it was therefore 
decided that the companies should be required to station a flagman at 
this point, and an order was made accordingly. 

March 7. A communication was received from the city attorney of 
Cheboygan, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition of the 
Court, Division and Main streets crossings of the Detroit & Mackinac 
and Michigan Central Railroads in that city. After a personal inspec- 
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tion of the premises by this department, an order was made, requiring 
both railroad companies to bring all trains to a stop on the opposite 
side of Main street from the paper mill, and have the same flagged over 
the crossing by an employe ojf the paper mill company. At Seymour 
street, the Detroit & Mackinac Railway Company was required to re- 
construct the approaches so as to give a width of at least 24 feet, and 
build substantial railings on both sides of such approaches. The ap- 
plication for protection at Division and Court streets was denied. 

March 7. A communication was received from the village clerk of 
Clio, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition of the Mill 
street crossing of the Pere Marquette Railroad in that village. An in- 
spection of the premises was made by this department and it was found 
that the view of approaching trains was obstructed by a hill on the 
south side of the crossing and also by cars that were frequently left 
standing on the storage track at this point. An order was therefore 
miade, requiring the Pere Marquette Railroad Company to install and 
maintain an automatic electric alarm bell at this point, and to flag all 
ST^itching movements over such crossing. 

March 8. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council of the 
city of Detroit was received, asking that additional protection be pro- 
vided at the Chene street crossing of the Grand Trunk and Michigan 
Central Railroads, iti that city. After a personal inspection of the 
premises by this department, an order was made requiring the Grand 
Trunk and Michigan Central Railroad Companies to install electric 
alarm bells at the said crossing. 

March 13. A communication was received from the general manager 
of the Michigan Central Railroad Company, calling attention to the 
conditions existing at the West Road, crossing of the Michigan Central, 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and Detroit & Toledo Shore Line 
Railroads in the village of Trenton. It was found upon investigation 
that safety gates had been installed at this point before the construc- 
tion of the Detroit & Toledo Shore Line Railroad, furnishing protection 
for the two other lines, but leaving that company's line outside the 
gates. After an investigation, and upon request of the companies in in- 
terest, an order was made, requiring the Detroit & Toledo Shore Line 
Company to move the gates, so as to provide protection for its line, 
and to pay a portion of the expense for the maintenance and operation 
of the same. 

March 14. A petition was received from a number of citizens of the 
villjage of Penn, asking that an electric alarm bell be installed at a high- 
way crossing of the Grand Trunk Railway, near that village. After an 
inspection of the premises, it was found that an automatic electric 
alarm bell could not be successfully operated at thks poiat, on account 
of the location of the tracks, and it was decided that the railroad com- 
pany should be required to repair the approaches to the crossing so as 
to give a sufficient width to the highway and to construct good, sub- 
stantial railings upon both sides, it being believed that this would prove 
more satisfactory than the installation of an unreliable alarm bell. 

March 25. A communication was received from the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company calling attention to the fact that a flagman was being 
maintained at the Mill street crossing of its line in the city of Ionia, 
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notwithstanding the fact that the bridge across the river upon said 
street had been carried away, and that there was but little, if any traffic, 
over such crossing. An inspection of the premises was made by this 
department and it was found that it was the intention of the city to 
build a new bridge about 1,500 feet^ south of the old location, and that 
after this was done, there would be no traffic over Mill street, except 
teams going to and from a lumber yard. It was therefore decided that 
the railroad company should be relieved from the maintenance of a 
flagman at this point. 

March 29. CJopy of a resolution adopted by the common council of 
the city of Battle Creek was received, asking that a flagman be stationed 
at the Marshall street crossing of the tracks of the Michigan Central 
Railroad in that city. An inspection of the premises was made by this 
department and an order issued for the maintenance of a flagman at the 
said Marshall street crossing, the same being at Postumville. 

April 6. Complaint was received from a number of citizens of the 
village of Brighton, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condi- 
tion of the Main street crossing of the Pere Marquette Railroad in that 
village, and claiming that the protection provided by the automatic 
electric alarm bell installed at this point was insufficient and unsatis- 
factory. An inspection of the premises was made by this department 
and it was found that the complaint was caused by the continual ring- 
ing of the bell at times when switching was being done in the yards at 
this place, and it was agreed by the. Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
that the circuits should be so changed that the bell would not ring 
during the time that switching was being done upon the side tracks, 
or while trains were standing at the station, or water tank. With this 
understanding it was decided that no additional protection would be re- 
quired at the present time, but that the company should be given an 
opportunity to reconstruct the alarm bell and endeavor to provide suit- 
able and satisfactory protection with the flame. 

April 8. A communication was received from the village clerk of the 
village of Birmingham, making complaint against the Detroit, Grand 
Haven & Milwaukee Railway Company on account of the condition of 
the Maiji street crossing of its line in that village. An inspection of 
the premises was made, and it was found that the crossing in question 
was protected by an automatic electric alarm bell, but that the service 
given by such bell, was not, in the judgment of the citizens of the vil- 
lage, at all satisfactory. It was also found that the view of approach- 
ing trains from all directions, was badly^ obstructed, and an order was 
issued, requiring the Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee Railway Com- 
pany to station a flagman at such crossing. 

May 2. A petition was received from the village board of the vil- 
lage of Coloma, asking that additional protection be provided at the 
Paw Paw avenue crossing of the Pere Marquette Railroad in that vil- 
lage, and claiming that the electric alarm bell maintained at such cross- 
ing did not furnish sufficient warning of the approach of trains. An 
inspection of the premises was made, and the representative of the rail- 
road company who was present at such inspection, asked permission 
to make certain changes in the construction of the automatic electric 
alarm bell, believing that it could be made satisfactory to the people, 
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and that it would provide adequate protection. The company was there- 
fore given thirty days in which to make the changes suggested, with the 
understanding that if it was not satisfactory at the expiration of that 
time, a flagman should be stationed at the crossing. 

May 3. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council of the 
city of Detroit was received, asking that the Michigan Central Rail- 
road Company be required to place proper danger signs at the Palmer 
avenue crossing of its belt line in that city. An inspection of the prem- 
ises was made, and it was found that the street in question was not 
paved, and that there is very little travel in the same, and only four 
train movements each day over the crossing. It was also shown by 
the railroad company that when this street was opened in 1902, an at- 
tempt was made by the company to require the city to pay the expense 
that would be required for the protection of the crossing, and it was 
claimed by the city that no protection in the way of gates or flagmen 
would be necessary when the street was opened, and it was therefore 
decided that the application for protiection at this point should be de- 
nied. 

May 24.. A communication was received from the village council of 
the village of Chesaning, asking for protection at the Broad and Brady 
streets crossings of the Michigan Central Railroad, in that village. An 
inspection of the premises was made and it was found that an order 
had been formerly issued requiring the railroad company to flag all 
switching movements over Broad street and to reduce the speed of all 
trains over Brady street, 200 feet north from such street, to fifteen 
miles per hour, and that all cars be kept clear of street line. On ac- 
count of the location of the several tracks at this point, it was thought 
to be very difficult to install automatic mechanical protection, and an 
order was issued requiring all trains to pass over the Brady and Biroad 
streets crossings at a speed not exceeding twelve miles per hour, and 
also requiring the railroad company to flag all switching movements 
over such crossings. 

May 24. A communication was received from the village clerk of the 
village of Milan calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition of 
the street crossing over the Ann Arbor and Wabash Railroads in such 
village. An inspection of the premises was made and it was found that 
the crossing in question was a very dangerous one on account of the 
great number of trains run on both roads, and the fact that the view 
of approaching trains was badly obstructed by buildings. It was sug- 
gested by representatives of the railroad companies who were present 
at the inspection, that a change might be made in the location of the 
tracks and station building that would obviate the necessity for any 
protection, and that if anything should be required, alarm bells might 
be installed, to be operated by the flagman in the tower, that would 
prove adequate for all requirements. After carefully considering the 
conditions at this point an order was issued requiring the railroad com- 
panies to station a flagman at the crossing. 

June 3. A communication was received from the common council of 
the city of Owosso, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition 
of several crossings of the Michigan Central, Grand Trunk and Ann 
Atbor Railroads in that city. An inspection of the premises was made 
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and an order issued requiring the Michigan Central Railroad Company 
to install an alarm bell at North Chipman street, the Grand Trunk 
Railway Company to install alarm bells at Grand avenue, also to pre- 
vent the storing of cars by the Michigan Central Railroad Company 
on the side tracks of South Chipman street, and the Ann Arbor Railroad 
Company to permit cars to stand on its old line tracks near the point 
where it parallels the tracks of the Grand Trunk Railway. 

June 5. A communication was received from the division superin- 
tendent of the Michigan Central Railroad Company, calling attention 
to the hours for the flagman at the Main and Pontiac street cross- 
ings of its line in the village of Utica. It is stated that on account of 
certain changes in the time card upon that division, and the new con- 
ditions surrounding such crossings, the. hours should be changed so that 
the man should be on duty from 6 :30 a. m. to 6 :30 p. m., and such action 
was accordingly taken. 

June 5. A communication was received from the highway commis- 
sioner at Union City, calling attention to the condition of the South 
Broadway crossing of the Michigan Central Railroad in that village, 
and claiming that the flagman located there did not furnish sufficient 
protection on account of the fact that he did not remain on duty until 
the evening trains had passed the crossing. After an investigation of 
this matter, the company was instructed to keep the flagman on duty 
until 9 o'clock p. m. 

June 7. . A petition was received from a number of citizens of the 
village of Casnovia, asking that some action be taken for the safety of 
the traveling public at the Main street crossing of the Pere Marquette 
Railroad in that village. After a personal inspection of the premises, 
it was found that the view of trains approaching from the south, is 
obstructed by an elevator, and that aside from this, there is no obstruc- 
tion, and that all north bound trains necessarily approach this station 
at a reduced rate of speed on apcount of the heavy grade. An order was 
therefore issued, requiring the Pere Marquette Railroad Company to 
reduce the speed of all north bound trains over the crossing. 

June 9. A communication was received from Hon. Charles A. Ward, 
of Ann Arbor, asking that an automatic electric alarm bell be installed 
at Foster's crossing of the Michigan Central Railroad about three miles 
west of Ann Arbor. An inspection of the premises was made, and it 
was found that the grade at this point was very steep, and that the 
approaches to the crossing were in such condition as to render sanue 
practically impassable. This matter was taken up by correspondence 
with the officials of the railroad company and report was received that 
the necessary grading had been completed and the crossing put in satis- 
factory condition. 

July 15. A communication was received from the common council 
of the City of Pontiac calling attention to the conditions existing at the 
Huron street crossing of the Grand Trunk Railway in that City, and 
asking that safety gates be installed there. An inspection of the prem- 
ises was made and it was found that a flagman was on duty at this 
point, but that on account of a very recent narrow escape from serious 
accident, it was the opinion of the council, and some citizens, that 
gates should be installed. It was found that the flagman had been en- 
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gaged in the performance of other duties outside of the flagging of the 
crossing, being engaged in the operating of switches and attending to 
the switch lights. An order was issued requiring the railroad company 
to require the flagman to devote his entire time to the crossing, and to 
discontinue his other duties. 

July 29. A communication was received from the common council of 
the village of Allegan, asking that gates be installed at the crossing of 
Locust and Water streets with the Pere Marquette Railroad in that 
village. After an inspection of the premises, it was found that the 
installation of safety gates at this point would be liable to seriously in- 
terfere with the business on the streets during the time that switch- 
ing movements were being made over the street crossings, and an order 
was issued requiring the railroad company to cause a flagman to proceed 
ahead of all trains and flag the same over Locust and Trowbridge streets. 

August 11. A communication was received from the common coun- 
cil of the city of Crystal Falls, regarding the condition of two crossings 
of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway at Superior avenue, and the 
Sixth street crossing of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway in 
that city. It was claimed that the electric alarm bells at these cross- 
ings were not satisfactory, and that, in the opinion of the common 
council safety gates should be installed. After an inspection of the 
premises, an order was issued, requiring the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Company to flag all movements over the Superior avenue cross- 
ing of its Dunn Mine branch, and to station a flagman at the Superior 
avenue crossing of its main line, and requiring the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Company to reduc^ the speed of all engines and trains over 
the Sixth street crossing. 

August 17. Copy of the verdict of the coroner's jury in the case of 
the accident that occurred at the highway crossing on the Michigan Cen- 
tral west of Comstock was received; a jury in the case having made a 
recommendation that the Michigan Central Railroad Company provide 
said crossing with bell or signal, for the public safety. An inspection 
of the premises was made and it was found that the highway was 
parallel with the railroad line for a considerable distance upon both 
sides of such crossing. Although the view of approaching trains was 
not obstructed, it was found that the conditions were dangerous and 
an order was issued requiring the Michigan Central Railroad Company 
to install an automatic alarm bell at such crossing. It was also found 
that at the station at Comstock, the Michigan Central Railroad and the 
Michigan Traction Company's line run parallel and a great many peo- 
ple are required to pass over the railroad tracks in order to reach the 
electric line. This was considered to be particularly dangerous during 
the night time and the matter was taken up with both of the companies 
in interest and it was agreed that electric lights should be maintained 
at this point in order to provide additional protection to persons pass- 
ing over the railroad line. 

August 19. A communication was received from the towngship clerk 
at Greenville, calling attention to the alleged dangerous condition of 
the Williams crossing of the Toledo, Saginaw & Muskegon Railway, 
near Greenville. After an inspection of the premises, it was found that 
there is a descending grade on the approaches on the highway, from the 
3 
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north and south, that the railroad approaches from the east, on a curve 
and through a cut, and from the west on a curve and embankment and 
that the view from the east is badly obstructed. An order was there- 
fore issued requiring the Toledo, Saginaw & Muskegon Railway Com- 
pany to install and maintain an automatic electric alarm bell at such 
crossing. 

August 23. Copy of the verdict of a coroner's jury in the case of an 
inquest held at Saginaw on the 17th, 18th and 19th of August, for in- 
vestigation of the xjause of the death of Elmer E. Harrington, who was 
killed upon the Pere Marquette Railroad, was received. The verdict 
stated that the jury believed the company to have been negligent in not 
having target man in position so that he can control crossing. This 
matter was taken up by correspondence with the railroad company and 
it was found that the person killed was an employe of the company, 
but was off duty at that time and was driving about the streets in a 
buggy, that when he approached the crossing he found the gates down, 
but did not stop, and was driving at a high rate of speed. The cross- 
ing watchman, fearing that he would strike the gate and be injured, 
lifted the gate to let him through and he was struck by an engine that 
was working on the tracks near the crossing, and was instantly killed. 
Under thie circumstances, the crossing being protected by a flagman, it 
was not considered necessary that any additional protection be required. 

August 20. A communication was received from Mr. Epp Matteson, 
Jr., of Ann Arbor, calling attention to the condition of the Qeddes 
avenue crossing of the Michigan Central Railroad east of Ann Arbor. 
An inspection of the premises was made, and it was found that the 
crossing in question was a particularly dangerous one, the approach on 
the highway from the south being on a descending grade and the rail- 
road tracks on the west passing through a deep cut, making it im- 
possible for a person coming from the south to see a train from the 
west until about 25 feet from the track. An order was therefore issued 
requiring the Michigan Central Railroad Company to install and main- 
tain an automatic electric alarm bell at such crossing. 

August 24. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council of 
the city of Grand Rapids was received, asking that a flagman be sta- 
tioned at the Crosby street crossing of the Grand Rapids & Indiana and 
Pere Marquette Railroads in that city. An inspection of the premises 
was made and it was found that the crossing in question is protected by 
an automatic electric alarm bell, and that the traffic upon the street is 
very light. In order that the alarm bell might give satisfactory service, and 
not ring at all times for switching movements, an order was issued re- 
quiring the companies in interest to connect said alarm bell with an 
annunciator, to be placed in the flagman's shanty on West Leonard 
street to warn the flagman at that place when such bell was in working 
order. 

September 19. A communication was received from the common 
council of the village of River Rouge calling attention to the alleged 
dangerous condition of the Dearborn avenue crossing of the Michigan 
Central, Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and Detroit & Toledo Shore 
Line Railroads in that village. An inspection of the premises was 
made and it was found that automatic electric alarm bells had been 
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installed at the crossings of the Michigan Central and Lajke Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railways, but that no mechanical protection was 
provided at crossing of the Detroit & Toledo Shore Line. An order was 
therefore issued requiring the Detroit & Toledo Shore Line Company to 
install and maintain an automatic electric alarm bell at the Dearborn 
avenue crossing of its line in the village of River Rouge, and the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Company was required to re-construct its 
bell and strengthen the batteries so that it would give a more satisfactory 
alarm, no additional protection being required at the Michigan Central 
crossing. 

September 21. A communication was received from the common 
council of the village of Kingsley, calling attention to the condition of 
two crossings of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway in that village. 
It was claimed that at one crossing the conditions were particularly 
dangerous, it being impossible to see a train approaching from either 
direction until nearly on the track. This matter was taken up by cor* 
respondence with the railroad company, with a request that some ar- 
rangement be made that would be satisfactory to the people of the vil- 
lage, and a report was received from the company that the entire mat- 
ter had been adjusted between the company and the village officials 
and that arrangements had been made for the installation of an electric 
alarm bell at the principal crossing. 

October 2. A communication was received from F. A. Belio, highway 
commissioner of Eureka township, Montcalm county, calling attention 
to the alleged dangerous condition of the highway crossing of the Pere 
Marquette railroad about one mile north of Greenville. An inspection 
of the premises was made and it was found that the view of approach- 
ing trains is only obstructed from one direction and that at this point, 
trains can be seen for about 1,000 feet after travelers on the highway 
reach the right of way fence. The request for additional protection at 
this point was therefore denied. 

October 3. A communication was received from citizens of Onon- 
daga complaining regarding the conditions existing at the Main street 
crossing of the tracks of .the Michigan Central Railroad Company in 
that village and stating that a fatal accident had recently occurred 
there. An inspection of the premises was made and it was found that 
there was no obstruction to the view of approaching trains from either 
direction, and the application for additional protection was therefore 
denied. 

October 9. A communication was received from the common council 
of the city of Hastings, calling attention to the alleged dangerous 
condition of several street crossings of the Michigan Central Railroad 
in that city and claiming that the conditions were particularly dan- 
gerous on account of the fast trains passing through that place. An 
inspection of the premises was made, the city being represented by its 
officials and a number of citizens, a great many of whom were of the 
opinion that satisfactory protection could be provided by the installa- 
tion of automatic electric alarm bells. The representative of the rail- 
road company who was present at the inspection, also being of the 
opinion that this could be done. The railroad company was given an 
opportunity to take the matter jip with the city officials for the pur- 
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pose of making an arrangement that would be satisfactory to them, — 
plans were submitted to the city and agreed upon, and alarm bells were 
installed at Broadway, Churcb and North Creek streets. 

October 10. Copy of a verdict of a coroner's jury was received in 
case of the death of Charles H. Coman, who was killed at the first high- 
way crossing of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway south of the vil- 
lage of Shelbyville. This verdict stated that the crossing was a dan- 
gerous one, on account of the highway passing through a deep cut, and 
the obstruction to the view by a high board fence along the right of 
said highway and that the railroad company was careless and negligent 
in running trains at a high rate of speed without giving any proper 
signal, or warning of their approach. This matter was taken up in the 
regular way and an inspection of the premises was made. It was found 
that the crossing was a dangerous one and an order was issued for the 
installation of an automatic electric alarm bell at that point. 

October 11. Petition was received from 55 citizens of the village of 
Durand, asking that the Grand Trunk Western Railway Company be 
required to place an arc lamp at east Main street crossing of its line 
in that village. After careful consideration of this application, it was 
denied, and the village was advised that it is not the practice of this 
department to attempt to require railroad companies to furnish lights 
at street crossings, that being a matter more properly coming within . 
the jurisdiction of the common council, and therefore no action was 
taken. 

October 17. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council of 
the City of Detroit was received, asking that a flagman be stationed at 
the Frederick avenue and Dequindre street crossings of the Grand 
Trunk and Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railways in that city. 
An inspection of the premises was made and it was found that a dan- 
gerous condition existed at both Frederick and Farnsworth avenues, 
although the traflSc on both such streets is light, on account of the fact 
that neither of them is paved. An order was issued for the Grand 
Trunk and l^ake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway companies to in- 
stall and maintain automatic electric alarm bells at the Frederick 
avenue crossings. 

October 21. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council of 
Bay City was received, asking that a flagman be stationed at the north 
end of the Belinda street bridge at crossing of the Cincinnati, Saginaw 
& Mackinaw Railway. An inspection of the premises was made, and 
it was found that an order had been issued requiring the Company to 
flag all train and switching movements over said crossing, and it was 
believed that if this order was strictly complied with, no additional 
protection would be found necessary. The railroad company was in- 
formed of the report and advised that unless such action should be 
taken as would result in a strict compliance with the terms of the 
order, additional protection would be required. 

Octobei: 27. A communication was received from the common coun- 
cil of the city of St. Joseph, asking that additional protection be pro- 
vided at the Broad street crossing of the tracks of the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company in that city. An inspection of the premises was 
made by this department and it was found that the principal cause 
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of complaint was the practice of the roadroad company of blocking the 
crossing with its trains so as to interfere with persons employed at the 
knitting works near that point, passing over the company's tracks. An 
order was issued requiring the company to flag all switching move- 
ments over the Broad street crossing, and to take such action as would 
be necessary in order to prevent the blocking of the crossing by trains. 

November 2. Copy of the verdict of the coroner's jury in case of 
the death of Earl Hunt, who was killed at the First avenue crossing 
of the tracks of the Pere Marquette, Michigan Central and Grand 
Rapids & Indiana Railroads, in the city of Grand Rapids, was re- 
ceived. On account of a difference of opinion regarding the necessities 
at this point, several inspections were made by representatives of 
this department, it being the opinion of representatives of the rail- 
road companies that the crossing is not a particularly dangerous one 
if people passing over the same would use ordinary precaution. After 
earful consideration of the reports received, it was ordered that the 
Pere Marquette Railroad Company should station a flagman at the 
crossing of its line and that the Michigan Central and Grand Rapids 
& Indiana Railway Companies should jointly station a flagman at the 
crossing of their lines. 

November 16. A petition was received from a large number of 
citizens of the city of Manistique, asking for additional protection 
at the Houghton avenue crossing of the Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
Sault Ste Marie Railway in that city. It was stated that there are 
two side tracks leaving the main line within 200 feet of this cross- 
ing, that cars are frequently left standing on the side tracks so as 
to almost entirely obstruct the view of approaching trains, and that 
the crossing is therefore a particularly dangerous one. After an in- 
spection of the premises was made, an order was issued requiring 
the railroad company to flag all switching movements over the cross- 
ing, to reduce the speed of all trains, and to place posts at the street 
lines, on both sides, to keep all trains and cars back of the same. 

November 27. Copy of the resolutions adopted by the common coun- 
cil of the city of Kalamazoo was received, asking that additional 
protection be provided at the Burdick street crossing of the Michigan 
Central Railroad, and the Water street and Kalamazoo avenue cross- 
ings of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railroad in that city. An in- 
spection of the premises was made by representatives of this depart- 
ment and some question having been raised regarding the other cross- 
ings that would involve the tracks of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railway Company, no final action has been taken, and the 
matter is still pending. 

November 28. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common coun- 
cil of the city of Bay City was received, asking that additional pro- 
tection be provided at the Twenty-third street crossing of the Pere 
Marquette Railroad in that city. It was stated that the railroad 
track just south of the crossing makes a sharp curve to the west, and 
that the train is nearly at the crossing before it can be seen from 
such crossing. An inspection of the premises was made and it was 
found that there is a flagman stationed at this crossing, but it was 
claimed by the representative of the city that he could not see the 
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trains approaching from the south until they were dangerously close 
to the crossing, and for this reason, he should be stationed in an 
elevated tower. After carefully considering the conditions surround- 
ing this crossing, an order was issued requiring the railroad company 
to place an annunciator in the flagman^s shanty, to be operated by 
trains approaching from the south, to give him warning of the approach 
of such trains. 

December 7. A communication was received from the common 
council of the village of Hamtramck, calling attention to the alleged 
dangerous condition of the Joseph Campau avenue crossing of the 
Michigan Central belt line in that village. An inspection of the prem- 
ises was made and it was found that there are about eight move- 
ments per day over the crossing in question, that the view of approach- 
ing trains from the west is good, that that from the east of avenue 
is obstructed by a building that stands in the angle of the street, and 
the railroad tracks. After ca^refullly considering the conditions at 
this point, an order was issued requiring the railroad company to 
bring all west bound trains to a full stop, and to reduce the speed 
of all trains over such crossing. 

December 11. Copy of a resolution adopted by the common council 
of the city of Mason was received, asking that additional protection 
be provided at the B, or Main street crossing of the Michigan Central 
Railroad in that city. It was stated^ that the view of approaching 
trains from either direction is absolutely obstructed by banks, of earth, 
trees, orchards and buildings, and that several fatal accidents have 
occurred and numerous injuries to persons. An inspection of the 
premises was made by this department and it was decided that the 
automatic electric alarm bell at this point did not furnish satisfactory 
protection, and an order was issued requiring that a flagman be sta- 
tioned there. 

December 22. A communication was received from the common 
council of the city of Lapeer, asking that additional protection be 
provided at the South Main street crossing of the Grand Trunk West- 
ern Railway in that city, another fatal accident having recently oc- 
curred at this point. This case is still pending. 

December 27. A communication was received from the City Re- 
corder of the city of Battle Creek, asking that the flagman at the 
north Division street crossing of the Michigan Central Railroad in 
that city be required to remain on duty both day and night. This 
case is still pending. 

FENCE COMPLAINTS. 

March 6. A communication was received from Mr. Carl Reincke, 
calling attention to the condition of the fencing along the line of the 
Toledo, Saginaw & Muskegon Railway through his property about 
half a mile east of Carson City. This matter was taken up by cor- 
respondence with the railroad company and report was received to 
the effect that the fencing had been repaired and put in good condition. 

March 18. A communication was received from Mr. W. H. Rathbun 
of Burt, making complaint against the Grand Trunk Railway Com- 
pany on account of its failure to construct and maintain fencing along 
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the line of a spur track extending from Verne station to the Prairie 
Farm, in Albee township, Saginaw county. This matter was called 
to the attention of the railroad company and a communication was 
received stating that the track in question was the property of the 
Owosso Sugar Company and that the fencing at this point should 
be constructed and maintained by that company. The matter was 
taken up with the sugar company and after considei-able correspond- 
ence the necessary fencing was constructed. 

April 4. A petition was received from a large number of citizens of 
Biogham township, Leelanau county, asking that the Traverse City, 
Leelanau & Manistique Railway Company be required to construct and 
maintain fencing along the line of its road through that township. This 
matter was taken up with the officials of the Grand Rapids & Indiana 
Railway Company, operating the line in question and it was agreed by 
them that it should have prompt attention. 

April 4. A communication was received from Albert Stoutenburg 
of Sanilac Center, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Rail- 
road Company on account of its failure to maintain satisfactory fenc- 
ing along the line of its road through his property in Sanilac Center. 
This matter was called to the attention of the railroad company and 
report was received stating that instructions had been given to the 
proper officers to have the work done immediately. 

April 7. A communication was received from E. R. Gilday of Mon- 
roe, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
on account of its failure to construct and maintain fencing along the 
line of its spur track, running from Steiner station to a sand pit. This 
matter was taken up by correspondence with the railroad company and 
report was received to the effect that the necessary fencing had been 
constructed. 

April 10. A communication was received from Mr. J. Fred Wied- 
man of Saline, making complaint against the Ann Arbor Railroad Com- 
pany, on account of the condition of the fencing along the line of its 
right of way through his property in Pittsfield township, Washtenaw 
county. This matter was taken up with the railroad company, and 
after furnishing the company with a correct description of the prop- 
erty in question, a report was received that the fencing had been re- 
built and was in good condition. 

April 12. A communication was received from E. Proctor of Sanilac 
Center, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Com- 
pany on account of its failure to construct and maintain fencing along 
the north side of its right of way in the village of Sanilac Center. This 
matter was called to the attention of the railroad company and it was 
agreed that it should have prompt attention. 

May 1. A communication was received from Andrew Prodich of 
Boyne F^lls, calling attention to the failure of the Boyne City & South- 
eastern Railroad Company to construct and maintain fencing along the 
line of its road through his property in Boyne City. The attention 
of the railroad company was called to this complaint and it was agreed 
that it should have prompt attention. 

May 2. A complaint was received from Ira Miller of Berrien Springs 
against the Big Four Railroad Company, on account of its failure to 
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construct and maintain fencing along the line of its right of way at a 
point in Berrien Center, where the complainant is the owner of a line 
extending from the public highway to his property, parallel with the 
railroad company's right of way. This matter was taken up with the 
railroad company and a claim was made that the property in question 
was located inside of the company's yard limits, and before coming 
to a final conclusion regarding the same, a personal insjiection of the 
premises was made by this department. After report of this inspection 
had been received, it appearing that the property was within what 
might properly be considered yard limits, it was decided that there 
was no authority under the law requiring the company to construct 
fencing at this point, and the request was therefore denied. 

May 29. A communication was received from James W. Pardee, 
making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company on 
account of the condition of its right of way fencing through his prop- 
erty two miles north of Freeport. This matter was called to the atten- 
tion of the railroad company and it was agreed that it should have 
prompt attention. 

May 30. A complaint was received from William Blough of Clarks- 
ville, against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company on account of tlie 
condition of the fencing along its line through his property two miles 
north and four miles north of Freeport. This matter was taken up with 
the railroad company and it was agreed that it should have prompt 
attention. 

June 24. A communication was received from Mrs. Mary L. Tyler, 
making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company on 
account of the condition of its fencing along the line of its road through 
her property, four miles north of Freeport. This matter was called 
to the attention of the railroad company and report was received, to the 
effect that the necessary repairs had been made. 

June 27. A communication was received from H. S. Rogers of Cope- 
mish, making complaint against the Ann Arbor Railroad Company on 
account of the condition of the fencing along the line of its right of 
way through his property at Copemish. This matter was called to the 
attention of the railroad company and it was agreed that it should have 
attention immediately. 

June 24. A communication was received from O. L. Mayer of Boyne 
Falls, making complaint against the Boyne City & Southeastern Rail- 
road Company on account of the condition of the fencing along the 
line of its road through his property, and also on account of the failure 
of the railroad company to pay for some stock that had recently been 
killed upon its road. This matter was taken up by correspondence 
with the railroad company and it was agreed that the necessary work 
should be promptly done, and the complainant was advised that the 
collecting of damages for stock killed was not a matter coming within 
the jurisdiction of this department. 

June 28. A communication was received from Mr. Simon Pender of 
Freeport, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Com- 
pany on account of the condition of its fencing through his property 
one mile north of Freeport. This matter was called to the attention of 
the railroad company and it was agreed that the necessary work should 
be done promptly. 
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July 5. A communication was received from C. A. Jordon of Adrian, 
making complaint against the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Railroad Com- 
pany on account of its failure to provide fencing along the south side 
of its right of way through his property about three and one-half miles 
south of Adrian. This matter was called to the attention of the rail- 
road company and report was received to the effect that instructions 
had been given for the immediate construction of the necessary fencing. 

July 10. A complaint was received from Mr. Ozi Pardee of Free- 
port against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company on account of the 
condition of its fencing along the line of its right of way through his 
property one mile north of Freeport and also on account of the failure 
of the company to cut the weeds on its right of way. This matter was 
taken up with the railroad company by correspondence and it was 
agreed that the same should have the necessary attention immediately, 
and it was also agreed by the general manager of the company that the 
entire matter of fencing along this branch of the road should be taken 
care of in a satisfactory manner. 

August 7. A complaint was received from Mr. George C. Pibbles of 
Rollin, on account of the condition of the fencing along the line of 
the Cincinnati Northern Railroad through his property near Rollin. 
It was claimed that the fencing was in very poor condition and that 
the cattle passes had been rendered useless by the action of the rail- 
road company in turning water into the same. This matter was taken 
up with the railroad company and report was received to the effect that 
the necessary repairs upon the fencing would be immediately made, but 
it was claimed by the company that there were no cattle passes at this 
point, that the complainant had been making use of two small, open 
culverts, for the purpose of taking stock across the tracks, and that no 
contract existed regarding the maintenance of the same and the com- 
pany had decided to fill all open culverts as soon as possible. 

August 11. A communication was received from Wilbur Warner of 
Imlay City, complaining of the condition of the fencing along the line 
of the Grand Trunk Railway through his property. It was claimed 
that the fencing at this point had been constructed along the top of an 
embankment and that the embankment had broken away so that it was 
dangerous for his stock. This matter was taken up by correspondence 
with the railroad company and report was received to the effect that the 
fence had been repaired and put in good condition. 

August 30. A communication was received from Fred Ueber of West 
Branch, making complaint against the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany on account of its failure to construct and maintain fencing along 
the line of its right of way through his property. This matter was 
taken up with the railroad company and after a personal inspection of 
the premises by this department, and it appearing that the line at this 
point, being the Hauptman Branch, was nothing but a logging road 
that the company expected to take up about May 1st, 1906, it was de- 
cided that the company would not be required to construct and main- 
tain a fence at this point, no necessity appearing for the maintenance 
of fencing during the winter time, and the complaint being advised 
that in case the track is not taken up in the spring, the matter would 
have further attention. 
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October 10. A communication was received from Mr. John Ross of 
Boyne Falls, making complaint against the Boyne City, Gaylord & Al- 
pena Railroad Company on account of the condition of the fencing 
along the line of its road through his property. It was claimed that 
although fencing had at one time been constructed along the road at 
this point, it was in very bad condition, and entirely useless. This 
matter was called to the attention of the railroad company and it was 
agreed that the necessary repairs should be attended to at once. 

October 23. A communication was received from Mr. William E. 
Alexander of Fountain, calling attention to the condition of the fenc- 
ing along the line of the Pere Marquette Railroad through his property. 
This matter was called to the attention of the railroad company and 
report was received to the effect that the necessary fencing along the 
entire Manistee branch would be completed before the end of the year. 

HIGHWAY CROSSINGS. 

June 3. A communication was received from A. Dietrich, highway 
commissioner at Freesoil, regarding a proposed highway crossing 
across the tracks and right of way of the Pere Marquette Railroad 
Company, in Freesoil township. Mason county. The highway commis- 
sioner was advised as to the requirements of the law regarding the 
right of way for a highway crossing across the railroad tracks, and 
copy of a communication from the company was forwarded, stating 
that the proposition made by the township to the railroad company 
was satisfactory and that there were no objections upon the part of the 
company to the construction of the proposed crossing. An order with 
specifications for the construction of the crossing was therefore issued. 

June 13. A communication was received from Mr. Freeman Mc- 
Carey, highway commissioner at Clare, regarding a proposed hisrhway 
crossing across the tracks and right of way of the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company in Grant township, Clare county. A copy of the 
railroad laws was forwarded to the commissioner with instructions as 
to the necessary course of procedure upon his part, and a communica- 
tion was also received from the railroad company stating that the right 
of way had been procured and that there were no objections upon the 
part of the company to the construction of a crossing at that point. 
An order with specifications for the construction of the crossing was 
therefore issued. 

July 10. A petition was received from Mr. Richard Scheibe, highway 
commissioner at Remus, regarding the proposed crossing over the tracks 
of the Pere Marquette Railroad Company in Sheridan township, Me- 
costa county. It was stated that the highway had been opened to the 
railroad tracks on both sides but that on account of the adjoining prop- 
erty not being fenced, it was not considered necessary that wing fences 
or cattle guards be constructed. This matter was taken up with the 
railroad company and it appearing that there were no objections upon 
the part of the company to the maintenance of a crossing at this point, 
an order was issued with specifications for the construction of a cross- 
ing, without wing fences or cattle guards. 

August 9. A communication was received from William Hewlett, 
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highway commissioner at Remus, regarding a proposed crossing of the 
Pere Marquette Railroad about three-fourths mile south from Remus, 
Mecosta county. It was stated that an order had been formerly issued 
by this department with specifications for the construction of a cross- 
ing at this point, but that the railroad company had failed to put in 
the crossing when requested to do so. The commissioner was advised 
as to the law upon this subject, and 'the fact that it was the duty of the 
township, arfd not the railroad company, to do this work, and that the 
necessary procedure was clearly outlined by the statute. 

September 7. A communication was received from Simeon Way, 
highway commissioner at Kalkaska, regarding the proposed highway 
crossing over the tracks of the Grand Rapids, Kalkaska & Southeastern 
Kailroad Company about one and one-fourth miles east of Rapid City. 
The commissioner was advised as to the proper course of procedure 
under the law, in order to secure such crossing, and a communication 
was received from him stating that a satisfactory arrangement for the 
construction of the same had been made, between the township and the 
railroad company. It was therefore not considered necessary that any 
formal order be issued. 

September 23. A communication was received from Henry Siersema, 
highway commissioner at Holland, regarding a proposed highway cross- 
ing over the tracks of the Pere Marquette Railroad Company in Olive 
township, Ottawa county. This matter was taken up by correspond- 
ence with the railroad company and a communication was received to 
the effect that there were no objections upon the part of the company 
to the construction of a crossing at this point. An order with specifica- 
tions for the construction of the crossing was therefore issued. 

FARM CROSSINGS. 

• 

March 13. A communication was received from B. F. Bowen, mak- 
ing complaint against the Michigan Central Railroad Company on ac- 
count of its failure to provide and maintain a suitable and satisfactory 
farm crossing upon his property near Worth, Arenac county. This mat- 
ter was taken up by correspondence with the railroad company and 
report was received that the necessary instructions had been issued 
for the construction of the crossing. 

March 31. A communication was received from Mr. S. C. Shaver, of 
Flat Rock, making complaint against the Detroit Southern Railroad 
Company on account of its action in taking up a private farm crossing 
upon his property near Flat Rock. This matter was taken up by cor- 
respondence with the railroad company and report was received stating 
that it should have prompt attention. 

July 31. A communication was received from Mr. Thomas Bruce of 
Birch Run, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Com- 
pany on account of the condition of the farm crossing across its tracks 
upon his property. It was claimed that a crossing had always been 
maintained at this point until quite recently, when the planking 
became so rotten that it was impK>ssible to cross, but that the com- 
plainant desired that a crossing be constructed and maintained, with 
wing fences and cattle guards, which the company was willing to do 
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if he would pay the expense of the same. The complainant was advised 
that under the law, this department would not have authority to re- 
quire the railroad company to construct and maintain a crossing of 
that nature, and his request was therefore denied. 

October 7. A communication was received from Mr. George W. Proc- 
tor of Plymouth, askihg that the Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
be required to maintain a farm crossing across its tracks upon his 
property in Nankin township, Wayne county. An inspection of the 
premises was made by this department, and it was found that, owing 
to a division of the farm property, the complainant in this case was 
not provided with a farm crossing, although he was the owner of land 
upon both sides of the railroad track, that was enclosed by the neces- 
sary exterior fences. An order for the construction of a farm crossing 
was therefore issued. 

November 6. A communication was received from Charles J. Bing- 
ham of Grand Junction, asking that the Pere Marquette Railroad 
Company be required to maintain an open, unobstructed crossing, con- 
necting his property with the public highway in Lee township, Allegan 
county. This matter was taken up by correspondence with the railroad 
company and it was found that Mr. Bingham had always had a farm 
crossing but that he desired to have the same moved and provided with 
wing fences and cattle guards. From the statement made by the com- 
plainant it appeared that the railroad at this point was built in 1871, 
and by a decision of the supreme court of this State, it was found that 
this department cannot compel a railroad company to erect and main- 
tain residence crossings for the use and benefit of individuals, when no 
statute existed at the time of the construction of the road, requiring 
such action upon their part. The application therefore, for the con- 
struction of an open, unobstructed crossing, was denied, but the com- 
plainant was advised that the railroad company would h% willing to 
construct and maintain the same provided he would assume the expense 
for such work. 

December 21. A communication was received from Laverne E. Niles 
of Mackinac City, asking that the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railroad 
Company be required to provide a farm crossing across its tracks upon 
his property near that place. A statement was made by the complain- 
ant in this case, that his property was enclosed by exterior fencing, 
and the matter was taken up with the officials of the railroad company, 
with the request that it be given attention, and that if the complaint 
was found to be a reasonable one, that such action should be taken as 
would be satisfactory to the complainant. 

MISCELLANEOUS COMPLAINTS. 

January 2. Personal complaint was received from P. A. Snyder of 
Constantine, against the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway 
Company on account of its failure to maintain switch lights at Flor- 
ence station in St. Joseph county. This matter was taken up with the 
company by correspondence and report was received to the effect that 
the lights had been discontinued at this point for the reason that there 
were no night passenger trains on that branch, and very few freight 
trains, rendering the maintenance of such lights unnecessary. 
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January 5. A communication was received from the East Jordan & 
Southern Railroad Company regarding the protection to be required at 
crossing of that line and the Detroit & Charlevoix Railroad. It was 
stated that an agreement had been made between the companies, pro- 
viding that nothing should be done with the appliance until some time 
in the spring, when the entire matter should be taken up and satisfac- 
torily disposed of. 

January 21. A communication was received from L. D. Curtis of 
Edmore, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Com- 
pany on account of blocking a street crossing near the depot at that 
place. The complainant was furnished with a copy of the law covering 
cases of this nature, and advised as to the proper course of procedure in 
order to put a stop to such violations of the law. 

February 3. A communication was received from J. W. Wells of 
Menominee, asking that the Chicago & North Western Railway Com- 
pany be required to stop its trains at Wells Station, located about two 
miles from their station at Escanaba. This matter was taken up with 
the company and it was found that the point in question was not a 
regular station on the Chicago & North Western Road, that it was only 
a short distance from Escanaba, with satisfactory street car service 
reaching the depot of the Chicago & North Western Company. Under 
the circumstances it was decided that no action could be taken under 
the law requiring the company to stop its trains. 

February 6. A communication was received from the superintendent 
of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway, giving an account of an acci- 
dent that occurred at West Leonard street in the city of Grand Rapids, 
a street car at that point having been struck by a train on the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana road. This matter was carefully investigated and 
report was received from both companies, it appearing from such report 
that the motprman in charge of the street car was entirely at fault, 
having ample notice of the approach of the train, and for some reason 
stopping his 'car in the middle of the first track, where the accident oc- 
curred. It was evident that he was confused, and that the accident was 
caused by his actions, and not by any violations of the laws of the 
state, — therefore no orders were issued. 

February 9. The attention of the department was called to the fact 
that the Big Four Railway Company was using ordinary coal stoves 
upon one or more passenger cars in use upon its line in this state. 
This matter was called to the attention of the railroad company and 
it was advised, under the provision of the law, that all passenger cars 
shall be heated by generating the heat for warming the same, outside 
and independent of such cars, or by use o€ heaters so constructed that 
it would be practically impossible for fire to escape from such heaters 
so as to set fire to the cars. Report was received from the railroad com- 
pany to the effect that the matter would have prompt attention. 

February 20. A communication was received from A. Avery of 
Parma, addressed to Hon. R. J. Fiske, a member of the Legislature, 
and requesting that, some action be taken requiring electric railway 
companies to give warning of their approach to private crossings, and 
complaining especially against the Jackson & Battle Creek Traction 
Company on account of the conditions existing at Deering Road, in 
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Parma. An inspection of the premises in question was made by this 
department and the traction company was requested to reduce the speed 
of cars and to sound the whistle upon approaching the crossing at this 
point, and statement was received to the effect that the necessary in- 
structions had been issued to its trainmen. 

February 24. Complaint was received from the general manager of 
the Michigan Central Railroad Company regarding the condition of 
the half interlocker at crossing of that line and the Jackson & Consoli- 
dated company^s line on Page avenue in the city of Jackson. A per- 
sonal inspection of the premises was made and it was found that the 
appliance in question was not in satisfactory condition, it being 
possible to set the derailers clear for the street car line before placing 
the signal at danger on the Michigan Central road. This matter was 
called to the attention of the street railway company and report was 
received to the effect that the necessary work had been done and the 
appliance placed in satisfactory condition. 

March 1. A communication was received from H. W. Ashley, as- 
sistant to the president of the Ann Arbor Railroad Company, making 
complaint against some citizens of Hamburg, on account of driving 
on the railroad tracks with a horse and cutter. This matter was called 
to the attention of the persons complained of, and they were advised 
that such action upon their part was in violation of the law, and they 
were warned not to repeat' such violations. 

March 10. A communication was received from the general man- 
ager of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway Company, asking that a 
first-class interlocker be installed at crossing of its line and the Boyne 
City & Southeastern Railroad, near Boyne Falls, it being claimed that 
the half interlocker in service at this point, did not furnish satisfac- 
tory protection, and also requesting that the appliance be placed in 
charge of the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway Company. A hearing 
upon this application was held at the office of the Commissioner of 
Railroads, both the companies in interest being represented. An in- 
spection of the premises was also made by this department. From re- 
ports received, it appeared that there had been no material change in 
the conditions existing at this point since the order of the crossing 
board was made, requiring the installation of a half interlocker, and 
it appearing that certain repairs upon the existing appliance were neces- 
sary, such repairs were ordered, and the application for a change in the 
appliance was denied. 

March 11. A petition was received from a number of citizens of 
Gilford, Tuscola county, asking that a station building be constructed 
at that point along the line of the Saginaw, Tuscola & Huron Railroad- 
The matter was carefully investigated, and it appearing that the citi- 
zens at that point were not able to make the necessary petition pro- 
vided by law, to the effect that the village had one hundred and fifty in- 
habitants and was two miles or more from the nearest railroad station, 
it was decided that no action could be taken by the department, under 
the law. 

March 14. A communication was received from Wilbur Warner of 
Imlay City, making complaint against the Grand Trunk Western Rail- 
way Company on account of the condition of the farm crossing upon 
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his property and the drainage under the Grand Trunk tracks at that 
point. A personal inspection of the premises was made by this depart- 
ment and it was decided that the railroad company should be required 
to make the necessary repairs upon his farm cros&ing, but that the 
question of drainage being brought about by a desire upon the part 
of the complainant to construct an artificial waterway was not one 
coming within the jurisdiction of this department 

March 15. A communication was received from J. Kochensparger of 
Ashley, making complaint against the Toledo, Saginaw & Muskegon 
Railway Company on account of its failure to provide suitable and 
satisfactory drainage under its tracks upon his property about three- 
fourths of a mile west of Ashley. A personal inspection of the prem- 
ises was made by this department, and from this report it appearing 
that 'existing conditions had been created by the digging of ditches and 
drains carrying water upon the railroad right of way, and that the 
culvert provided by the railroad company was amply suflScient to take 
care of the natural flow of water, and consequently no action was taken. 

March 20. A communication was received from Viqtor Anderson of 
Tustin, making complaint against the Grand Rapids & Indiana Rail- 
way Company on account of damage done to his property by a deep 
cut that had been made across same, and by the sliding down of the 
earth into the cut, no fence being maintained by the company at the 
top of the cut. This matter was taken up with the railroad company 
and report was received to the effect that a satisfactory adjustment 
of the question had been made by the purchase of a strip of land be- 
longing to the complainant, by the railroad company. 

March 30. A communication was received from Mrs. Lorain Lewis of 
Ceresco, asking that a farm crossing formerly maintained at that point 
be restored. An inspection of the premises .was made by this depart- 
ment and from report of this inspection it appearing that while the 
complainant was the owner of property upon both sides of the railroad 
tracks, such property, upon one side, was not adjacent to the railroad 
right of way, being located slbout half a mile from the same. It there- 
fore did not appear that the department would have authority to re- 
quire the constniction of a crossing at this point, and the application 
was therefore denied. 

April 5. A communication was received from Wilbur H. Pardee of 
Freeport, complaining of the train service provided upon the Freeport 
branch of the Pere Marquette Railroad. This matter was taken up by 
correspondence with the railroad company, with the request that it be 
given prompt attention, and a communication was received stating that 
the company would give the matter careful consideration and make 
such arrangements as should be satisfactory to the citizens of that place. 

April 6. A communication was received from B. C. Brewer of Ban- 
nister, making complaint against the Ann Arbor Railroad Company on 
account of its failure to provide suitable and satisfactory drainage 
under its tracks in Elba township, Gratiot county, along what is 
known as the Maple River Flats. Personal inspections of the premises 
involved were made by the mechanical engineer and by the commis- 
sioner, and a hearing was held at the office of the Commissioner of 
Railroads, a representative of the railroad company being in attend- 
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ance. It was agreed by the superintendent of the railroad company 
that he would immediately take the matter up with the citizens of that 
locality and endeavor to make a disposition of the question that would 
be satisfactory to all interested persons. 

April 15. A communication was received from Albert Cheesbro, mak- 
ing complaint against the Detroit, Toledo & Milwaukee Railroad Com- 
pany, on account of its failure to provide suitable and satisfactory 
drainage under its tracks at DeviPs Lake. This matter was called 
to the attention of the railroad company and report was received to the 
effect that a 12-inch iron pipe had been put under the tracks, furnishing 
drainage that was satisfactory to the complainant. 

May 2. A communication was received from Parker Merrill, drain 
commissioner at Ithaca, making complaint against the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company on account of its failure to provide drainage under 
its tracks for a natural water way, just outside the village of Wheeler. 
The matter was given investigation, and it app^earing that proceedings 
had been taken at this point to open a drain across the railroad com- 
pany's right of way, the railroad company agreeing to give the right 
of way, if no assessment were made against the company for the con- 
struction of the drain. This the drain commissioner refused to do, but 
awarded the railroad company one hundred twenty-five dollars com- 
pensation for the right of way, and made an assessment against the 
company for one hundred eighty-eight dollars for benefit to be received 
from construction of the drain. It was claimed by the railroad com- 
pany that the proceedings were irregular and that no benefit was to 
be derived by the company on account of the construcition of the drain, 
consequently it has refused to pay the assessment. After a careful 
consideration, it was determined that this was not a question coming 
within the jurisdiction of this department. 

May 24. Personal complaint was received from Ralph Taylor re- 
garding the condition of a farm crossing over the tracks of the Grand 
Trunk Western Railway Company upon his property adjoining the 
western city limits at Lansing. A personal inspection of the premises 
was made, and it appearing that the difficulty was caused by a change 
in the grade at the time the double track was constructed, the railroad 
company was requested to move the crossing about twenty rods from 
its former location, and place the same in satisfactory condition. 

June 1. A communication was received from George S. Meech of 
Grand Rapids regarding the condition of an under grade farm cross- 
ing in Paris township, Kent county. An inspection of the premises 
was made by this department, and report of such inspection was to the 
effect that when the right of way was purchased, an agreement was 
entered into between the parties providing for the construction and 
maintenance of a subway under the railroad company's tracks, to be 
used as a farm crossing. After the construction of the subway, it was 
found that the drainage at this point was such that the same was 
changed, and filled with sand, so as to render it useless for the purpose 
for which it was intended, and the parties became involved in a law 
suit regarding the rights of the owner of the property. Inasmuch as 
the under grade crossing was constructed by private agreement, and 
the law does not appear to provide for the maintenance of other than 
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grade crossings of this nature, it was decided that the question was not 
one coming within the jurisdiction of this department. 

June 5. A communication was received from Mott Gleason of Bald- 
win, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
on account of blocking the street crossing at that place by trains on 
its line and claiming that the trains frequently blocked, not only the 
street, but the sidewalk. It was also requested that the company be 
required to furnish lights at some of its streets crossings in that vil- 
lage. This matter was taken up with the railroad company by cor- 
respondence and it was agreed that such instructions should be issued 
to the trainmen as should be necessary to put a stop to these violations 
of the law; no action being taken in the matter of providing street 
lights. 

June 6. A communication was received from L. J. Firzlaff, making 
complaint against the Pere . Marquette Railroad Company on account 
of its failure to keep open its station at Freesoil, claiming that on a 
number of occasions the station was kept locked and the train was late, 
requiring the passengers to stand out in the cold and rain. This matter 
was taken up with the railroad company and it was agreed that it 
should have prompt attention. 

June 7. A petition was received from a number of citizens of Ithaca, 
asking that additional drainage facilities be provided under the tracks 
of the Ann Arbor Railroad Company, at Drain No. 115, Gratiot county. 
This matter was taken up personally with the chief engineer of the 
Ann Arbor Railroad Company and it was agreed that it should have 
the necessary attention. 

June 14. A petition was received from a number of citizens of the 
village of Fenwick, asking that the Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
be required to provide suitable and satisfactory drainage at that point. 
It was claimed that the culvert under the railroad tracks was so small 
that in the spring and fall the village was flooded, causing great incon- 
venience to the citizens. This matter was taken up with the general 
manager of the railroad company and it was agreed that it should have 
attention. 

June 20. A communication was received from the common council 
of the village of Lowell, calling attention to the condition of the Pere 
Marquette Railroad tracks in that village. It was claimed that the 
embankment between Flat and Grand Rivers, caused the water to flood 
a portion of the village and that by a recent change made by the com- 
pany in its bridge, the embankment had been raised and made much 
worse, no opening being constructed through the railroad right of way. 
This matter was taken up with the railroad company and a personal 
inspection of the premises was made by this department, after which 
an order was issued requiring the company to construct an opening 
under its tracks of sufficient size to carry the water, and report was 
received to the effect that the necessary instructions had been given 
in order to have the work promptly done. 

June 27. A communication was received from Al Purse and John 

Gardner of Oxford, making complaint against the Michigan Central 

Railroad Company on account of blocking a street crossing at that place, 

it being claimed that at one time the crossing was held for more than 

5 
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forty minutes. This matter was taken up by. correspondence with the 
railroad company and a statement was received to the effect that the 
necessary action had been taken to put a stop to further violations of 
the law. 

July 6. A complaint was received from H. E. Coblentz, of Charlevoix, 
against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company on account of its failure 
to cut the weeds on the right of way of its Ironton Branch near Charle- 
voix. This matter was called to the attention of the railroad company 
and report was received to the effect that the weeds had been cut. 

July 11. A communication was received from D. S. Field, highway 
commissioner at Kalamazoo, regarding the condition of a farm crossing 
across the tracks of the Michigan Central Railroad Company upon his 
property. A personal inspection of the premises was made and it was 
found that a change in existing conditions had been made at the time the 
double track was built and that during the time such work was being 
done, it became necessary to close two public highways, in order that a 
separation of the grades might be provided for at such crossing. The 
matter was then taken up with the railroad company and a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of the question was finally made by the payment to the 
complainant of a satisfactory consideration for the release of any claim 
against the company for a private crossing. 

July 18. A communication was received from F. W. Egan, superin-* 
tendent of the Grand Trunk Railway Company, calling attention to the 
manner in which the crossing of its line was being run by cars on the 
Detroit United Railway at Royal Oak. It was stated that the con- 
ductors on this line were in the habit of giving clear signals to the Grand 
Trunk Railway before their car had passed over the tracks. This matter 
was called to the attention of the Detroit United Railway Company and 
it was agreed that it should have prompt attention. 

July 19. A complaint was received from the Pere Marquette Railroad 
Company regarding the condition of the interlocking appliances at cross- 
ing of its line by the Detroit, Plymouth & Northville Railway Company 
at Plymouth. A personal inspection of the premises was made by this 
department and the matter was then taken up with the officials of the 
electric railway line, the attention of such officers being called to the 
dangerous condition of the crossing. 

They were advised that the crossings must be repaired and put in 
satisfactory condition immediately. Report was received from both com- 
panies, stating that an arrangement for doing the necessary work 
had been made. 

July 24. The attention of the department was called to the condi- 
tion of the crossing frogs at crossing of the Detroit United Railway and 
the Grand Trunk Railway on Saginaw street in the city of Flint. This 
matter was called to the attention of both the companies in interest and 
communications were received to the effect that the change in the cross- 
ing frogs was made necessary by a change in the Grand Trunk Railway 
line, had been caused by the Grand Trunk Railway Company, and that 
company was advised that it would be required to reconstruct the cross- 
ing and place the same in satisfactory condition. 

July 26. A communication was received from the city of Ionia, ask- 
ing that the Pere Marquette Railroad Company be required to construct 
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a satisfactory opening through its roadbed j.ust east of Cleveland street 
in that city. A personal inspection of the premises was made by this 
department and it was ag:reed by representatives of the railroad com- 
pany, who were present at such inspection, that necessity existed for 
the opening requested, and that the work should be promptly done. 
Later, a communication was received from the railroad company, asking 
that the city be required to pay a portion of the expense for doing the 
work, but the company was advised that this department would insist 
upon its complying with the agreement made at the time of the inspec- 
tion, and it was again promised that this should be done. 

July 31. A communication was received from A. J. Karns, making 
complaint against the Ann Arbor Railroad Company on account of the 
condition of a crossing of its line near the depot at Federman. It was 
stated that the crossing in question was in such condition that it was 
impossible to pass over the same with a load, and that it should be 
planked and the approaches filled. This matter was taken up with the" 
railroad company and report was received to the effect that the crossing 
in question had been put in satisfactory condition. 

August 15. A communication was received from H. Ranney, highway 
commissioner, at Grant, Newaygo county, calling attention to the fact 
that a highway bridge over the Pere Marquette Railroad between Newaygo 
and Grant, had recently been burned, and that it was the desire of the 
people to have the same rebuilt, so as to provide easier approaches to 
such bridge upon both sides. This matter was taken up with the rail- 
road company and communications regarding the same were also received 
from several citizens of Newaygo, asking that such bridge be recon- 
structed as soon as possible. A communication was received from the 
general manager of the railroad company stating that all the necessary 
material for the building of the bridge had been delivered and that 
the work should be done immediately. 

August 29. A communication was received from F. C. Beard of Port 
Huron, calling attention to the condition of a bridge over the Grand. 
Trunk and Pere Marquette Railroads in that city. It was claimed that 
there was a very serious question as to the safety of the bridge, on ac- 
count of the heavy street cars, in use by the street car company, passing 
over the same, and that some of the plank were very badly in need of 
repair. A personal inspection of the premises was made, and the mat- 
ter was taken up with the officials of the Grand Trunk Railway Com- 
pany, having in charge the maintenance of the structure, and report 
was received to the effect that the necessary work had been done. 

October 10. A communication was received from Daniel Sullivan, 
calling attention to the failure of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Rail- 
road Company to provide suitable and satisfactory drainage under its 
tracks upon the property of Clarence Rehberg, about one mile south 
of the village of Maybee. This matter was taken up by correspondence 
with the railroad company, and report was received to the effect that 
the necessary work upon the ditch at this point had been done. 

October 15. A communication was received from Irvin H. Dintaman 
of Alto, calling attention to the frailure of the Pere Marquette Rail- 
road Company to provide suitable and satisfactory drainage under its 
tracks at the Samuel Dintaman drain, about one and three-fourths 
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miles west of Elmdale. This matter was called to the attention of the 
railroad company and report was received stating that it was the in- 
tention of the company to lower the drain and enlarge it to the satisfac- 
tion of the complainant early in the spring. The complainant, however, 
appearing to be anxious that the work should be done before that time, 
in order that work upon the drain might be completed, it was agreed 
by the railroad company that it would immediately order the pipe and 
have it put in as soon as received. 

November 2. A communication was received from Charles D. Barg- 
hoorn calling attention to the condition of the Thumb Lake Branch of 
the Boyne City, Gaylord & Alpena Railroad. A personal inspection of 
this entire branch of the road in question was made by this depart- 
ment, and it was found that it was only a logging road and that no 
further business would be done upon the same during the winter sea- 
son. Therefore, it was decided that the general condition of the line 
was satisfactory. At one point, however, where the highway was found 
to be running parallel with the railroad track, on a side hill, the com- 
pany was required to construct a fence, or railing, along the line of its 
right of way in order to furnish the necessary protection for travelers 
along the highway. 

November 6. A communication was received from Richard Jeremy, 
of Milan, making complaint against the Ann Arbor Railroad Company, 
on account of its having allowed the telephone company to unload tele- 
phone poles on the side of the railroad track, causing the stoppage of a 
public drain. This matter was taken up with the railroad company 
and also called to the attention of the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, and report was received from the railroad company to the 
effect that the poles had been removed, and drain restored to a satis- 
factory condition. 

November 14. Complaint was received from F. C. Franz of Niles, on 
account of the condition of a highway crossing of the South Bend & 
Southern Michigan Railway in Niles township. This matter was taken 
up with the railroad company and it was found that the conditions 
complained of were on account of the unavoidable disturbance occa- 
sioned by the construction of the road and it was agreed that as soon 
as possible the necessary work upon the crossing should be done, in 
order to put the same in satisfactory condition. 

November 27. A communication was received from Elmer Anderson 
of Tustin, making complaint against the Manistee & Grand Rapids Rail- 
road Company on account of the condition of the crossings of its line in 
Tustin, and claiming that the planking in such crossings were below 
the top of the rail, making it very difficult to pass over the crossing 
with a heavy load. This matter was called to the attention of the rail- 
road company and report was received to the effect that the crossings 
had been put in a condition satisfactory to the highway commissioner 
at that place. 

November 29. A communication was received from Mrs. Jerome R. 
Fletcher, of Lowell, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Rail- 
road Company on account of its failure to whistle for a crossing at 
Pratt Lake and to provide cattle guards at that place. This matter 
was called to the attention of the railroad company and it was agreed 
that it should have the necessary attention immediately. 
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December 6. Personal 'complaint was made by . William Trott of 
Grand Rapids on account of the failure of the Pere Marquette Rail- 
road Company's agent at Greenville to properly bulletin passenger 
trains at that station. This matter was taken up with the railroad com- 
pany and report .was received advising that the operator at Greenville 
had been in fault, but that the necessary action had been taken in order 
to require that the law be complied with in the future. 

December 6. Personal complaint was made by E. H. Hath of Perry, 
on account of the failure of the Grand Trunk Western Railway Com- 
pany to provide suitable and satisfactory drainage under its tracks two 
miles west of Perry. This matter was called to the attention of the 
railroad company and a statement received to the effect that in the judg- 
ment of the officials of the company, the culvert under the track was of 
sufficient size to carry the water, and a difference of opinion appearing 
to exist between the parties in interest, no final conclusion has been 
reached, pending an inspection of the premises. 

December 7. A communication was received from F. A. Phelps of 
Sand Lake, calling attention to an over-charge made by the Grand Rap- 
ids & Indiana Railway Company for the shipment of two cars of 
peaches from Sand Lake to Marquette, and claiming discrimination on 
account of the fact that the charge made was higher than the charge 
from Grand Rapids for the shipment of the same kind of merchandise. 
This matter was taken up with the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway 
Company and a statement was received from the general freight agent 
of that company to the effect that the apparent discrimination was 
caused by an error on the part of their agent at Grand Rapids in mak- 
ing a rate from that place to Marquette, but that the company had 
expressed its willingness to refund to the complainant at Sand Lake 
the amount of over-charge claimed. 

December 11. Personal complaint was made by C. E. Carpenter of 
Schoolcraft, on account of the action of the Grand Trunk Western Rail- 
way Company in removing the siding connecting his elevator at that 
point, with the main line. This matter was taken up with the rail- 
road company and report was received to the effect that arrangements 
had been made to replace the track at this point so as to take care of 
the year's crop, with the understanding .that the elevator should be 
moved in the spring so as to give a better view of the street crossing 
just east of such elevator. 

December 12. A communication was received from Theodore Calkins 
of Wexford making complaint against the Manistee & Northeastern 
Railroad Company on account of the condition of the highway crossings 
of its line in Hanover township, Wexford county. This matter was 
taken up with the railroad company and is still pending. 

December 13. A communication was received from Mr. Parm C. Gil- 
bert, making complaint against the Pere Marquette Railroad Company 
on account of the condition of the second highway crossing of its line 
west of Grawn station, and claiming that the crossing in question was 
not provided with cattle guards. This matter was taken up with the 
railroad company and is still pending. , 

December 27. A communication was received from the prosecuting 
attorney of Osceola County, calling attention to the failure of the 
Pere Marquette Railroad Company to bring its passenger trains to a 
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full stop at the railroad crossing at Baldwin. Upon investigation it 
was found that an iuterlocker had at one time been ordered at this 
crossing and had been maintained in service for a number of years and 
that the same had been removed without any authority from this de- 
partment. The matter was then taken up with the railroad company 
and is receiving attention. 

December 27. A communication was received from the prosecuting 
attorney of Osceola county, calling attention to the fact that the Man- 
istee & Grand Rapids Railroad Company had completed their line 
from Dighton to Marion and would soon put the same in operation and 
that the right of way along such line had not been fenced. The complain- 
ant was advised that the matter would have attention, and that as soon 
as the line was put in operation, an inspection of the same would be 
made by this department and the company would be required to con- 
struct the necessary legal fencing. 

RAILROAD AND STREET RAILWAY CROSSING. 

January 20. A communication was received from the secretary of 
the Business Men's Association at Battle Creek, accompanied by a peti- 
tion signed by the mayor and common council of the city and a large 
number of citizens, asking for the reconsideration of the action of the 
department regarding the approval of a crossing of the Grand Trunk 
Railway on east Main street, in the city, by the tracks of the Michigan 
Traction Company. In this case, an order had been made by a former 
commissioner, approving the crossing, the same to be protected by a 
first-class interlocking appliance. A personal inspection of the premises 
was made and all persons in interest were given an opportunity to be 
heard, and it was decided that the order in question should be modified 
so as to permit the installation of a half interlocking appliance with 
derailers on the electric line and signals on the steam road, said ap- 
pliance to be operated by the watchman located in a tower at this place, 
in connection with the operation of the safety gates. Some question 
arising as to the location of the tower, the companies and citizens were 
advised that a formal amended order would issue when an agreement 
between the companies and the city for the construction of the ap- 
pliance, and the location of the tower, should be entered into. No such 
agreement having been made, no formal order has been issued. 

January 26. An application was received from the Lansing Manu- 
facturers' Railroad Company for the approval of a grade crossing of 
its line with the tracks of the Lansing & Suburban Traction Company 
on St. Joseph street, just outside the city limits of the city of Lan- 
sing. A personal inspection of the premises was made, and a waiver 
of all objections to the proposed crossings having been received from 
the Lansing & Suburban Traction Company, the crossing was approved, 
to be protected by a half interlocking and derailing signal device, with 
signals on the Lansing & Suburban line and derailers on the Manufac- 
turers' Railroad. 

February 7. An application was received from the Ann Arbor Rail- 
road Company for the approval of a crossing of its line with the tracks 
of the Owosso & Corunna Electric Railway in the city of Owosso. In 
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this case, it appearing that a change had been made in the location of 
the Ann Arbor Railroad and that a new crossing of the electric line 
had been made without the approval of this department, the Ann Arbor 
Company was advised that it must proceed in the regular way before 
it could be permitted to make use of such crossing. Upon receipt of an 
application, an inspection of the premises was made and an order is- 
sued, approving the crossing, with the understanding that it should be 
protected by a derailing and signaling appliance, with derails in the 
Ann Arbor Balroad Company's tracks and signals on the electric rail- 
way line. 

February 10. A communication was received from the St. Joseph 
River Traction Company asking for final action in the matter of its 
proposed crossing of the tracks of the Big Four Railway at Eau 
Claire. An effort had been made by the Big Four Company to show 
that a better line could be found than the one selected for the con- 
struction of the electric line; that by making a change, a separation 
of the grades could be easily accomplished, but after a personal in- 
spection of the premises, it was not considered that the plan pro- 
posed by that company was a feasible one, and an order was issued 
approving the crossing at the grade. 

April 27. An application was received from the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway Company for the approval of a crossing 
of a spur track over the tracks of the Toledo & Western Electric Rail- 
way Company, about a mile east of the village of Blissfleld. An in- 
spection of the premises was made by this department, and it was 
found that there were no objections upon the part of the electric rail- 
way company to the construction of the proposed crossing and that 
an agreement had been entered into between the companies regarding 
its construction and maintenance. An order of approval was there- 
fore issued. 

May 17. A communication was received from the Toledo, Marshall 
& Northern Railroad Company asking for final action in the matter 
of its proposed, crossing with the tracks of the Jackson & Battle Creek 
Traction Company about one mile east of the city of Marshall. This 
matter having formerly received a thorough investigation, it was not 
considered necessary that an inspection of the premises be made, and 
after careful consideration of the conditions, an order approving the 
crossing was issued. 

June 8. A compaunication was received from the River Rouge 
Railway Company, asking for the approval of a crossing of its line 
with the tracks of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton and Michigan Central 
railroads in the village of River Rouge. Waivers of the right of 
notice and all objections to the proposed crossing having been received 
from the companies in interest, an order was issued, approving cross- 
ing, the crossing of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Railroads to be 
protected by a half interlocking appliance. 

June 28. A communication was received from the Lansing & Jack- 
son Railway Company, asking for the approval of a proposed crossr 
ing of its line with the tracks of the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany at Rives Junction, the application in question being for the 
construction of an overhead crossing, and no objections appearing upon 
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the part of the Michigan Central Railroad Company, an order was 
issued, approving such crossing, the same to be made in accordance 
with plans approved by the commissioner of railroads. 

July 19. A communication was received from the Lansing & Sub- 
urban Traction Company, asking for the approval of crossings of its 
line with the Grand Trunk Western Railway and the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway on Washington avenue in the city of 
Lansing. A personal inspection of the premises was made by this de- 
partment, and orders were issued, approving such crossings. 

July 22. An application was received from the Toledo, Ann Arbor 
& Detroit Railroad Company, for the approval of crossings of its line 
with the tracks of the Cincinnati Northern Railroad in Dundee town- 
ship, Monroe county, with the Wabash and Ann Arbor Railroads at 
their junction in the village of Milan, and the Ypsilanti branch of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway in Pittsfleld township, 
Washtenaw county. After a personal inspection of the crossings had 
been made, copy of the contract was filed between the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor & Detroit Railroad Company and the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railway Company, covering the crossings of the two lines, 
and an order of approval of the same was issued, it being understood 
that agreements should be entered into with the other companies in 
interest, before the approval of their proposed crossings. 

July 27. Application was received from the Owosso & Corunna 
Electric Company for the approval of a grade crossing if its line with 
the spur track of the Ann Arbor Railroad, in the city of Corunna, 
but later before any action was taken in the matter, the application 
was withdrawn. 

August 2. An application was received from the Muskegon Traction 
& Lighting Company, for the approval of a crossing of its line with 
the Pere Marquette Railroad on Goodrich street in the city of Mus- 
kegon. After a personal inspection of the premises, and a hearing at 
the office of the commissioner of railroads, an order was issued approv- 
ing the crossing, the same to be protected by a signal device. 

August 19. An application was received from the Detroit, Monroe 
& Toledo Short Line Railway, for the approval of a crossing of an 
additional track with the Sibley spur of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railway at Sibley's. After a personal inspection of the 
premises, and the filing of an agreement between the companies, cover- 
ing the construction and maintenance of the crossing, an order of 
approval was issued, providing that such crossing should be protected 
by a derailing device. 

December 6. An application was received from the Port Huron, 
St. Clair & Marine City Railroad Company for the approval of a 
grade crossing of its line with the Michigan, Midland & Canada divis- 
ion of the Michigan Central Railroad at St. Clair. It appearing that 
an agreement had been entered into between the companies in interest 
regarding this proposed crossing, it was approved, and an order of 
approval issued. After the issuance of the order, a communication was 
received from the Michigan Central Railroad Comany to the effect 
that the agreement had been made under a misapprehension of the 
situation, upon the part of that company, and upon request, it was 
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agreed by the electric railway company that no action should be taken 
until the matter might have further investigation. 

December 6. A communication was received from the Detroit 
United Kailway Company for the approval of an additional crossing 
of its line with the Spur track of the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany at the intersection of Biddle avenue and Mulberry streets, in the 
city of Wyandotte. The matter is still pending.
